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Applicants present arguments over the final rejection. In particular Applicants point to the results in the specification and argue that the 
results show unexpected results that istradefylline is unexpectedly superior over adenosine A2a receptor antagonists that are structurally 
similar to those taught by the prior art Greenlee. Applicants attempt to explain that it is conventional in the pharmaceutical arts in 
evaluating the effects of drugs, to standardize each result to the vehicle value. Applicants provide an explanation of this via a Declaration. 

While the above arguments are appreciated, it is noted that this was not the basis of the arguments set forth in the prior Office Action. 
The test run results are for each compound (i.e., Compound A and Compound C) over vehicle. The statement that istradefylline has 
superior results over Compound C cannot be made unless the results of Compound A and Compound C are compared to each other such 
as by statistical methods. For example, Applicants point out a comparison between Table 1 -A and Table 1 -C. Compound A shows a 63% 
increase in the number of head dips and Compound C shows a 55% increase in the number of head dips. There is no direct comparison 
of the effects of the compounds against each other to determine is this is a significant difference. 
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
